"(3) The papers referred to in sub-rule (1) above must always be 
legibly written or type-written in double space or printed. 
If xerox copy of a document is filed, then the same should 
be legible. Each paper should be certified as true copy by 
the party filling the same, or his authorised representative 
and indexed in such a manner as to give the brief descrip¬ 
tion of the relevance of the document, with page numbers 
and the Authority before whom it was filed. 


(4) The additional evidence, if any, shall not form part of the 
same paper book. If any party desires to file additional 
evidence, then the same shall be filed by way of a separate 
paper book containing such particulars as are referred to in 
sub-rule (3) accompanied by an application stating the reasons for 
filing such additional evidence. 

(5) The parties shall not be entited to submit any supplementary 
paper book, except with the leave of the Bench. 

(6) paper/paper books not conforming to the above rules are liable 
to be ignored."
